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Southwark is full of associations with 
Shakespeare, many of whose plays were 
first presented in the famous Globe Theatre 
there. His brother Edmund, an actor, was 
buried in the ancient Church of St. Saviour, 
close by (now Southwark Cathedral), and it is 
probable that Shakespeare himself, with Ben 
Jonson, Beaumont and Fletcher, and other 
dramatist friends of his, frequented the church, 
where a monument to his memory has been 
erected. 
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
